PROFITS WERE DIVIDED

Root in Doubt As To the Violation 1 


of Law by Littauer and There- 
fore the Opinjon of the At- 
torney General Has 
Been Requested. 


Washington. August 3.—Secretary Root 
today made public al! the papers relating 
to the investigation into the government 
contract for ‘gloves with E. R. Lyon. This 
contractor secured the gloves from Lit- 
tauer Bros., the senior member of the 
firm, L. N. Littauer, being a member of 
congress. Secretary Root has réferred 
the case to the department of justice 
im order that it may be ascertained if the 
law has been violated and that appropri- 
ate measures may be taken in the prem- 
ises. There is a statute @hich prohibits 
contracts for the government being made 
directly or indirectly with a member of 
congress, and this was the basis of the 
investigation by the war department. 
Colonel Ga’tington, of the inspector gen- 
~eral’'s department, was directed by Secre- 
tary Root to mil k 2 an investigation of the 
whole matter. This was done and his 
report referred to Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Davis, who made an exhaustive re- 

View and submitted an opinion to Secre- 
tary Root. 
Littauer and the Contract. 

In the course of his report and opinion, 
General Davis says: 

“It appears from the testimony that 
@ contract was awarded to Lyon for 3,000 
pairg of muskrat gloves at $1,530 per pair. 
Later a second contract for 20,000 pairs 
was awarded to Lyon at $1.70 per puir, a”

Opinion of Attorney General. 

“Having regard to the high penalties of 

e statutes above cited, which requires 

to receive a strict construction at the 
hands of the department, it is recom- 
mended that the opinion of the attorney 
general be obtained as to whether, in 
view of the fact that the contract has 
been completely executed, that the entire 
consideration has passed and that the ar- 
ticles stipulated for have been delivered 
to, and have become the property of the 
United States, the whole or a portion of 
the consideration shall be made the sub- 
ject of the demand. 

“The fact that a member of the con- 
gress wads an active officer of the firm 
which made large sales of gloves and 
gauntiets to contractors with the quarter- 
master’s department, should have caused 
the officer in charge with the making of 
. Such contracts to scrutinize their execu- 
tion with a degree of diligence, measured 
by the likelihood of an attempted viola- 
tion of the statute and should also have 
caused him to be on his guard for evi- 
Se taiinciyal in weakness on the part 
oft ncipal in the performance.of the 
agreem. . The fact that it was perfectly 
lawful for the bidder to make purchases 
of any firm engaged in the making of 
gloves, whatever their composition, made 
it difficult for the contracting officer to 
“ascertain whether a corrupt intent exist- 
ed, so long as the terms of the contracts 
were carried out in apparent good faith; 
and it made it similarly difficult to, ob- 
tain information of a positive character 
in respect to the execution of a particu- 
lar contract that would justify a formal 
inquiry. It was the first duty of an of- 
ficer cRarged with making purchases in 
behalf of the United States to see that 
the articles procured wgre of standard 
quality afid that the prices paid were rea- 
sonable. The testimony elicited during 

course of the investigation showing 

prices paid, the profits realized and 

numerous rejections of goods which 

short of the standards established by 

department shows that this duty was 
thoroughly and conscientiously per- 
formed.”’

Clean milk, better health and the resto 
ration of confidence in the dairymen who 
dispose of milk in Atlanta is what wih 
result from the Action of council and 
the aldermanic board during the session 
of yesterday’ afternoon. 

An inspeetor. of dairies—an expert in 
his line.and a recognized veterinarian— 
will be appointed by the board of: health, 
money -having been appropriated for the 
purpose by cdéuncil. The ordinance pro- 
viding for the inspector was adopted by 
council! without discussion and without 
a dissenting vote. It was concurred in 
by the aldérmanic board during a spe- 
cial session. It is now before Mayor 
Howell for action and it Is certain that 
he will give it his approval 

The inspector will doubtless be appoint- 
ed during the next session of the board 
of health. 

The early solution of the present milk 
problem and the improvement of the 
health of those who Use milk as a steady 
diet is therefore in sight. 


The Longino Resolution. 

Following is the resolution that was 
adopted during the séssion of council 
yesterday afternoon and which was con- 
curred In by the aldermanic board: 

“By Alderman Longino, at the request 
of the beard of health. 

‘To amerid apportionment sheet of 190, 
approved June 22, 1903, so that the appor- 
tlionment to ‘sanitary’ may be amended 
by reducing the apportionment to ‘ex- 
penses and supplies’ in that department 
in the sum of $600, and specially appor- 
tioning this sum to ‘veterinary surgeon, 
for the inspection of dairies, including 
cows, stables, milkers,’ etc.

In Side Svip on Southern Engine 
1549 Knocked to Flinders 


Collision Occurred at Midnight Over 
Thurmond Street Trestle—En- 
gineer T. C. Wilkie Dis- 
played Admirable 
Nerve. 


As a result of a sideswipe collision last 
night at 12:30 o'clock off the Thurmond 
street trestle ‘between Southern switch 
engines 139 and 292, the former was 
knocked from the track and rolled down 
a &0-foot embankment, turning completely 
ang almost falling into Elliott 


pver, 
Street. 

Engineer T. C. Wilkie, of 20 Gordon 
atreet, West End,.and Fireman J. H. 
Smith, of 556 Central avenue, were both 
painfully injured. The remarkable feat- 
ure of the accident is the marvelous es- 
cane of the engineer and fireman, as both 
men were in the engine when it turned 
over and started on its descent toward 
Elliott street, Smith being thrown out and 
Wilkie being covered in his cab.with @ 
deluge. of cohl. Wilkie was injured in 
the side. and on his arms, and Smith's 
left foot was slightly hurt, being pinched 
between the tank and the cab. 

Conductor J. H. Hunter, in charge of 
engine 149; and Switchman W. A. Har- 
rison, of the same crew,’ were on the 
front, footboard of the engine and jump- 
ed just before the crash. Harrison roli- 
ed down the.embankment, but was unin- 
jured. .None of the crew of Engine 22 
were hurt 

Immediately after his harrowing expe- 
rience of falling with the engine, En- 
gineer Wilkie displayed a remarkable bit 
of nerve. Although injured and with his 
side hurting him and having just expe- 
rienced sucn a thrilling sensation, the 
engineer pulled himself trom beneath the 
pile of coal and scrambling out of the 
deoris, put out the fire in the engine, 
in order that the macoainery might be 
damaged as little as possible. It is prob- 
able that very few people would have 
had the forethought to do a thing like this 
under such.circumstances, Fireman Smitn 
went to his assistance as s600n as pos- 
sible. 

The engine rolled about 30 feet down 
the steep embankment and was demol- 
ished. Engine 292 was also damaged, but 
remained on the track. One freight car 
was derailed and was pemes partiy down 
the embankment. 

Engine 292 was crossing over from the 
north to’the south main line at the time 
of the accident and Bngine 1549 ran into 
her side. Engine 1649 was pulling a string 
of freight cars from the north to the 
south yards, and at Simpson street En- 
gineer Wilkie was given “white” and all 
of the switch light, it is stated, showed 
‘‘white.”’ . Before the engine had gone 
very far, however, it seems that engine 
292 pulled over on the switch and be- 
fore Wilkie could stop his engine’ the 
collision resulted. It is stated that he 
put on both the air and . emergency 
brakes, but could not stop the engine in 
time. When the crew of engine 292 saw 
the danger it was too late to get the en- 
gine out. “of the . way.

Succeed 
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POPE ALREADY CHOSEN 
- SOME ROMANS ASSERT. 


Rome, August 3.—Those who are 
superstitious are saying that as the 
conclate opened on St. Ignatius 
Loyola day it will probably close 
tomorrow, the day of St. Dominic, 
one of the fighting saints in the cal- 
endar, thus fulfilling the prophecy 
of St. Malchi, who predicted that 
the motto of the next pope would 
be “Ignis ardens.”’ 

There are those who profess to- 
night to believe that a pope has al- 
ready been elected but that the 
fact is being kept secret. 
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Rome. August 3.—After three full*days 
of deliberation, during which six baliots 
have been taken, the members of the con- 
clave still remain shut up in the vatican 
without having selected a successor to 
Pope Leo XIII. 

The futility of both the ballots taken 
today was evidenced by the smoke which 
arose from the Sistine chapel. Thig mute 
signal this evening was watched hy an- 
other large crowd, which partly filled the 
square of San Pietro, and which, it was 
estimated, numbered about 15,000. Great 
disaprointment was manifested, and 
when the little puff of smoke appeared 
theré were loud cries, not only of dis- 
appointment, but even of derision. . 

Rome is becoming extremely impatien' 
over the délay in the selection of the new 
pope. concerning which there appears 
to be no definite explanation, owing tc 
the rigid secrecy with which the pro 
ceedings within the conclave are bein: 
guarded. Today practically the only 
news which came from the Sistine chap- 
el was that of the extremely grave iliness 
of Cardinal Herrero. It is presumed, 
however, that the other aged cardinals 
are also suffering from their prolonged 
incarceration and the intense heat. 

Among ambassadors and ecclesiastics 
there exjsts a general opinion that, if 
only for the sake of relieving the aged 
cardinals, much may be sacrificed witbin 
the conclave to arrive at a speedy con- 
clusion. 

Hostility of the Factions, 

On the other hand, there are those 
who are pessimistic enough to believe that 
the hogtility among the factions in the 
sacred college is so bitter that the 
struggle may be continued for several 
weeks. This view, however, finds Httle 
credence. 

In the hope that over night some 
agreement might have beén arranged, the 
foreign ministers, many other personage® 
and two or three thousand of the general 
public went to St. Peter this morning tu 
await the developments. They were 
doomed to ‘another disappointment, for. 
at 11:16 a. m., like the broken out pen- 
nant of a ship. the smoke announcing 
that the fifth hallot had been fruitless, 
rose from the chimney of the Sistine 
chapel and was borne away by a light 
breeze.

This morning, 
with Sheriff Berry, McLean found Dixon, 
and made desperate efforts to shoot him, 
but was prevented.

distinct transaction from the contract 
between the jobber and the government. 
There appears to be no evidence that in 
the manufacture of gloves by the Littauer 
Bros. to be used in filling government 
contracts made by Lyon and others, there 
was any violation of the statute, except 
in the contract of December 7, 1898 (the 
last contract.) It is not the duty or the 
right of the secretary of war to adjudi- 
cate that case or to determine whether 
the statute was or was not violated, ex- 
cept in so far is it may bé necessary for 
Him to decide what action, if any, would 
be taken by the war department in view 
of the facts disclosed. I think the indi- 
cations of an interest by the manufactur- 
ing firm in the jobbers’ contract with the 
government are sufficient to require me 
to proceed upon the theory that there is 
a prima facie case of violation of the 
Statute. Three duties are thereupon de- 
volved upon the war department: 

“First—to put the depar nt of jus- 
tice in possession of the facts in order 
that if that department finds the law to 
have been violated it may take appropri- 
ate measures for its enforcement. This 
will be done. 

“Second—To direct the proper officer 
of the department to demand repayment 
of any sum Of money which has been 
‘advanced on the part of the United 
States in consideration of such contract.’ 
Strictly speaking, no money has been 
advanced in consideration of the con- 
tract, but the goods purchased by the 
government were paid for on delivery. 
The opinion of tne attorney general will 
be asked whether such payment conati- 
tutes an advance for which a demand 
should be made,

“Third—To determine whether any offi- 
cer of the army who was concerned in 
the making of the contract was culpable 
within the true intent of the law. Upon 
this I find ho evidence that the facts 
known to the officgrs of the quartermas- 
ter’e department -indicated any other re- 
lation betweén the firm of Littauer Bros.

Report of Subcommittee of Mexican 
Monetary Conference. 

Mexico City, August 3.—The third sub- 
committee of the monetery conference 
has adopted a report made by Ricard 
Garcia Grandaos, which, after citing 
figures régarding the world’s present 
stock of gold, says these figures demon- 
strate to the point of evidence that gold 
is at present nominally ‘not scarce,”’ but 
tends to predominate absolutely as the 
sole standard and -measure of values, 
silver being relegated to a secondary 
and subsidiary role as a token of cvin- 
age.

Even the prospect of a good crép does 
not put them in-a good humor, for none 
are able to conjecture what figures will 
obtain when the staple begins to ~move 
and much for them depends on that 
price. 

“In New York it is generally conceded 
that Sully has lost much of the big for- 
tune he was reputed to have-made some 
months ago.

The lowest price touched for 
July option was 7.87 in November, 1902, 
and the highest was the last week in 
July, when the operators cleared about 6 
cents per pound, or $380 on each bale. It 
was during the month of July that 
the Brown party was called upon to take 
up and pay for about 140,000 bales of 
cotton at the market price. At that 
time the supply surrendered was worth 
something like $9,000,000 It called for the 
cash, too. It was a herculean task and 
when the Brown faction met the demand 
many were the predictions of disaster to 
the southern factors. 

“That transaction placed the control 
of all the available spot cotton in Amer- 
ica with the New Orleans element and 
there it remains today. The Brown fac- 
tion, Since acquiring the mastery ef the 
situation, have successfully withstood a 
strong bear atteck an@ raid and are to- 
day in position to practically fix the price 
of cotton in the world, at Jeast, in Amer- 
ica. a 

“As to the coming crop there is a de- 
cided speculation as to what it will de- 
mand-when it starts to move. It 
generally believed it*will go off at good 
figures, probably something like 12 cents.”’

Macon Recorder Approves 
Constitution Editorial from 
Bench.

:Macon, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)—‘*Pos- 
Sibly at some future date you negroes 
will get’ some sense. You go around to 
these gouging money lenders and let 
them rob you right and left,” said Judge 
Freeman in police court this morning. 

The judge was addressing Abram Butler, 
and old negro who was declared by sev- 
eral white people to be a hard worikng 
man. 

Butler was arraigned on complaint of 
his wife for an imaginary assault and 
during the investigation of the case the 
recorder. elicited the fact that the woman 
had placed her husband in the hands of 
the money sharks. 

‘You borrowed $4 from the loan people 
and then agreed to pay at the end of a 
month $5.60, which is 380 per cent a year. 
They can’t collect a cent more than the 
legal rate.”’ 

Judge Freeman said he 
pressed by an editorial which appeared 
in The Constitution this morning on 
money lenders and which quoted the case 
of an Augusta negro paying 20,000 per 
cent on a loan of §2. 

“This thing is an outrage,’’ said the 
judge, “and should be stopped at once 
In my experience on the bench and in 
my law practice I have seen several in- 
stances of where these loan people have 
robbed ignorant negroes and white folks. 
The methods of some of them are out- 
rageous. 

“T once had my attention called to a 
case where a woman had borrowed $6 
and in fourteen months paid $15.80 interest 
on the original loan and was then sued 
for the $6. When he found I was in- 
terested in the case he immediately stop- 
ped the suit and agreed to let the matter 
drop. Such a thing as that is nothing 
more than robbery, and robbery of the 
worst kind. The sooner we Tid the com- 
munity of outfits of this kind the better 
off we will be.” 

Talked Himself Into Stripes. 

Macon, Ga., August 3—(Specia!.)—Bill 
Tomly, a burly negro who has often 
threatened to exterminate the officer o- 
officers who should attempt to arrest 
him, has talked his way into the chain- 
gang for a pertod of six months. Satur- 
day nigh¢ immediately after Officer Cal- 
laway had ghot Jim Proctor, Tomly be- 
gan a boisterous demand for revenge 
by the negroes whom the shooting had 
attracted to the scene.

The Philadelphia Press calls atten- 
tion to the fact that a reform concern- 
ing child labor in the factories of 
Pennsylvania that has been long 
sought from the legislatures, and as 
often refused, has now been secured 
at a blow by executive order.

I want to say frankly, 
so there will be no misunderstanding, 
that I cannot be interviewed on the 8uwb- 
ject of whether or not I am a consider- 
ation in the political condition of my 
party, nor. upon any political question 
whatever.” 

The judge was then asked if there was 
any Phase of modern presidential cam- 
paigning he would care to talk'about. 

“I don't object to saying that I believe 
the time between the nominating conven- 
tion and election seems too long,”’ he 
replied. “It keeps the count ry disturbed 
for too long a period. ' Before the ad- 
vent of the telegraph, the newspapers 
and the railroad in their present stage of 
development, it required time to present 
to the people the great questions of the 
day, and the issues as to men and meas- 
ures.

Perry’s Neck Saved. 

The prayer of John Perry that he be al- 
lowed to serve a life sentente in the peni- 
tentiary instead of being hanged, as was 
the sentence of the court which convicted 
him, will be granted by Governor Terrell. 

Petry is under sentence to. be hanged 
at Dalton next Friday. Yesterday the 
prison commission transmittef.to the gov- 
ernor its fr dation in favor of 
commutation, and it is expected the gov- 
ernor will issue his forma] order today.

School Bills Unconstitutional.

The committee had under consideration 
the bill creating a school district in Cobb 
county, to be known as the Leonard 
school district. This will be reported back 
with the recommendation that it do not 
pass, and similar action will be taken 
upon a number of similar bills which have 
been passed by the house and are now 
pending tefore the senate. 

As was explained at the time this par- 
tteular bill came before the senate, grave 
deubts have been expressed as to the con- 
stitutionality of bills creating special 
school districts. It was said that both 
the governor and the attorney. general 
are inclined to ths belicf that such bills 
contravene the constitution of the State; 
becayse of this doubt the other bills 
were tapled, while this one was referred 
to the committee on constitutional 
amendments. 

After going into they matter thoroughly 
at its meeting yesterday the committee 
lreld such bills to be unconstitutional. 
This decision will affect a -number of

‘And there is no intention to deliver the 
actual product purchased and sold.’ 

Boifeuillet Has a Birthday. 

Hon. John T. Boifeuillet, clerk of the 
house, was warmly congratulated by his 
many friends among the members yes- 
terday on the fact that it was his birth- 
day, The occasion was marked, too, by 
the appearance on the clerk's deS& of a 
dainty bouquet and other pleasant eyi- 
dénces of remembrance from those asso- 
clated with him. 

To all who madew~inquiry, he said it 
was his forty-third. Of course, nobody, 
that is, no member, dared question him. 
Nearly all them have bills which they 
want to h@ar from before the session 
closes. ‘But really, he might take a year 
or two off of that without apparent effort, 
at exaggeration. 

A Warm Local Fight. 

At a recent meeting of the general ju- 
diciary committee, there was quite a 
warm contest between the two represen- 
tatives from Emanuel over a loca] Dill, 
providing for the election of the county 
commissioners of roads and revenues of 
that county by a vote of the people. 

The bill was reported favorably by the 
committee on county and county matters, 
and was afterwards referred to the gen- 
eral judiciary at the request ef Mr. Dan- 
jel, of Emanuel. Mr. Daniel and Mr. Bell 
both appeared before the committee and 
went considerably into the political his- 
tory of the county. Mr. Bell stated that 
his published platform contained his ad- 
vocacy of this bill, and that he had re- 
eeived a jarg@® majority over all other can- 
didates. Mr. Bell was asked a number of 
questions by Mr. Daniel and replied to 
them quickly and with frequent repartee. 
Judge Daniel presented his side of the 
case with much force apd feeling, de- 
claring the people did not wang the bill 
passed. He also read a petition against 
it from the grand jury. 

After hearing both arguments the com- 
mittee decided. to raport the bill favora- 
bly by a practically unanimous vote. 


Court of Appeals Favored. 

The bill to establish a court of appeals 
in Georgia will be favorably reported 
to the house of representatives by the 
general judiciary committee. 

The bill, which is drawn along the lines 
suggested by the Georgia Bar Associa- 
tion, was considered by the committee 
yesterday afternoon and it was decided 
to recommend the pagsage of the Dill. 

Before an appellate court can be es- 
tablished in this state a constitutional 
amendmert must be enacted. The only 
Amendments necessary would be the in- 
sertion of the words ‘‘a court of appeals” 
between the words supreme court and 
superior courts in paragraph 1, section 1, 
of article § of the constitution, an 
emendment to paragraph 6, ‘section 2, 
article 6, definjng the jurisdiction of the 
supreme court, and an added paragraph 
to he same section describing the court 
of appeals. 

he amendments provide that ‘the court 
of appeals shall have jurisdiction as a 
court of error of all cases from thé Bu- 
perior and city caqurts, while the busi- 
ness of the supreme court is limited to 
the more fmportant litigation which may 
arise, such as the gonstitutionality of a 
statute, habeas corpus proceedings, land 
titles, titles to offices, felony cases, con- 
lempt cases and civil cases involving 
more than $1,000 principal. 

The court of appeals is to be presided 
over by one pwesiding fudge and four 
associate judges. The first are to be ap- 
pointed by the governor by and with the 
advice and consent of the senate, but 
when their tefms of office expire the 
people are to elect their successors.

If there has been criminal lobbying 
about the state capitol we sincerely hope 
that the offendérs will be hunted down 
and punished.

Now let the evidence come forth. 

Eminent and honorable gentlemen have 
been in the corridors of the capito!] and 
in the house galleries, looking after mat- 
ters of legislation which interested them.

-On the floor of the house yesterday 
Mr. Overstreet, of Screven, explained ai 
length the interview he had given crit- 
icising the house members of the com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the 
charges of lobbying, and qpnecluded by 
expressing the hope that all of the mem- 
bers of the committee would serve. - 


“It was not as a demagogue that that 


interview was given,"" Mr. Overtsereet 
stated in his speech, ‘“‘but as a fool who 
talks too much.” - 

Speaker Morris refused to accept the 
resignations of three members of the 
house committee and they will serve. 

Senator Harrell, of the senate com- 
mittee, tendered his resignation to Pres- 
ident Howell, but the president -insisted 
on his serving, refusing to accept the res- 
<«gnation. ? 

The question of investigating the 
charges of lobbyism in conn€ction with 
the getieral assembly brought on consid- 
erable talk on ‘the floor of the house. 
The talk was due to the interview given 
by Mr. Overstreet, of Screven, in which 
he criticised the appointment of mem- 
bers of the house committee appointed 
to conduct the investigation. This inter- 
view, while expressing confidence in the 
honesty and integrity of tne members of 
the committee, intimated that for po- 
litical reasons or because there had been 
a leaning of some of the members toward 
corporations other appointments might 
have been more satisfactory. 

Mr. Hawes, of Elbert, made a pretty 
warm statement with regard to what 
had been said of him, declaring it an 
unwarranted and an unjust reflection ag 
him. He also said that there existed, 
he regretted to state, what may be called 
demagogues, a tlass as dangerous to the 
interests of a state as are lobbyists. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, tendered his res- 
ignation as a member: of the committee 
on the ground of pressing business and 
on the added ground of propriety. 

Mr. Howard,.of Baldwin, made a brief 
statement in which he tendered his res- 
ignation as a member of the committee. 
Later in the session Mr. West, of 
Lowndes, did the same thing. 

The house on motion of Mr. Harden, of 
Chatham, passed a unanimetis vote of 
confidence in the members of the com- 
mittee as appointed by the speaker. | 

Speaker Morris, just before the close of 
the séssion, said he considered the mat- 
ter ome of the most important of Ke 
whole session. He had appomted the 
committee as carefully as he could, and 
believed he could not have named a 
better , ittee. Under the circum- 
Stances hé declined to accept the resgig- 
nations of the members, and insisted 
that they should serve. What they will 


do in the matter is yet to be determined. 
Hawes Talks of Demagogues.

“Mr. Speaker: On Friday when the 
announcement was made of the commit- 
tee on the part of the house to investi- 
gate the charges of lobbying I rose and 
urged that I be relieved from serving On 
that committee.

What Mr. Howard Said 


Mr. Howard, of Baldwin, made the fol- 
lowing statement in.tendering his resig- 
nation: 

“Mr. Speaker: I have learned recently 
that for a member of the general assem- 
bly to be clever and polite and likely to 
become a candidate for speaker in the 
future unfits him to perform honestly and 
fairly the duties imposed upon him by 
the legislature. I am exceedingly sorry, 
but in justice to myself, | am compelled to 
ask the spéaker to release me from serv- 
ing on the investigating committee, 
known as the lobbyist committee. 


Speaker Morris Regrets It. 


Speaker Morris expressed great regret 
over the action of Messrs. Slaton and 
Howard in resigning, and aft the occa- 
sion for such action. He said he had se- 
lected the committee with a great deéal 
of care and with a view to their well 
known probity and ability. The same 
thing, he said, applied to every member 
ef. the committee. Each of them has 
the interests of Georgia at stake, and as 
tax payers they contribute to the support 
of the state. 

“Il am sorry thase gentiemen have seen 
fit to tender ther resignations,” Speak- 
er Morris said. ‘‘They are peculiarly fit- 
ted for this important work, and I want, 
them to reconsider thejfr action during the 
morning session, and we. will take it uD 
again.” 

Note of Confidence. 


Mr. Harden, of Chatham, said he be- 
lieved he voiced tNMe sentiments of the 
majority of the house when he declaréd 
the commijttee as appointed a thoroughly 
capable one and «one which would do 
its Whole and full duty. He moved a 
vote of approbation of the committee ag 
named by Speaker Morris. This was put 
and carried on a viva voce vote, with 
practical unanimity. 

The house passed a resolution by Mr 
Howard, of Baldwin, providing for the 
appointmens of a stenographer for the 
committee now investigating the lobbying 
charges 

Mr. West also Resigns. 

Later in the session Mr. West, of 
Lowndes, madé the following statement: 

“Mr. Speaker: I régret very much that 
under the circumstances I must, on ac- 
count of pressure of imperative business 
demands, yespeCtfully request exemption 
from service on the special committee ap- 


pointed to investigate lobbying in the leg- 
isiature. 

“Il am free to admit that it is far better 
to have no investigation at all than 
merely to make a feint or a hurried at- 
tempt, ag would be absolutely necessary, 
So negr the close of this legislative s¢s- 
Sien, if the impertant legislation now de- 
manding the unremitting attention of the 
members is to be properly considered.” 

Mr. Tigner Satisfied. 

Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, arose to- a 
question of personal privilege in connec- 
tion with the talk of lobbyism and said: 

“In a statement by the gentaleman 
from Elbert, he referred to another class 
of people, who, he said, were as much of 
a Ganger to the interests of Georgia as 
are the lobbyists. The gentleman from 
Eloert having disclaimed any personal 
reference to myself, I shall have nothing 
further to say on the subject.” 


Mr. Overstreet’s Statement. 

Shortly before the close of the session 
Speaker Morris said he desired to make 
a statement with regard to the commit- 
tee named to invgstigate the lobby 
charges. Before he did s6, however, Mr. 
Overstreet, of Screven, expressed a desire 
to say something on the subject. 

Mr. Overstreet said he hoped this would 
be the last statement he would. have to 
make on the subject on ‘the floor of the 
house. He said he expécted to go before 
the committee and to afford it as much 
assistance as possible, should the commit- 
tee desire to hear from him. 

Mr. Overstreet said he had recently 
given out an interview in which\he spoke 
of the members of the committee appoints 
ed by the speaker, “but I am positive 1 
did not give that interview as a dema- 
gogue, but as a foo] who talks too much, ’ 
he said. 

"J have n@ apology to make and no 
statement to withdraw,’ he said. ‘I 
Stated as plainiy as I could that I con- 
sidéred the personnel of that committee 
as htlemen beyond reproach. and: al) 
right My language was plain and I do 
not,see how any member of the commit- 
tee could have taken exception to it.

‘Whether demagogue, or fool, or what 
not, I shall on all questions and at all 
times, vote and express myself as I think 
t should do, regardless of others who 
think they are the wise men of the coun- 
ae ‘Overstreet disclaimed any inten- 
tion of reflecting in any wise on the 
gentlemah from.Elbert in the statement 
he had made... 

He said he did not ask for the inves- 
tigation ‘because he did not think it 
would amount to much, but if ft was 
to be held he wanted it to be above 
reproach. 

“The gentleman from Elbert stated he 
did not owe his seat to any senseless 
denunciation of corporations. Neither do 

Mr. Hawes interrupted: to say that 
he‘ dia not refer to the gentleman from 
Screven in making that .statement. 

Mr. Overstreet said he himself was 
counsel for the Central.of Georgia Rail- 
way Company, and certainly he woule- 
not indulge in any useless denunciation 
of corporations. 

“Some may think me a demagogue, but 
I do not consider it so. No man can be 
a demagogue unless he {is so in the 
opinion of others because he differs 
from them in his vie@s. I am willing to 
be considered a demagogue and even an 
anarchist in the opinions of some others 
who may think so because I do not sub- 
scribe to their opinions.”’ 

Mr. Overstreet called attention to the 
fact that he had been asked by Speaker 
Morris if he would serve on the com- 
mittee, and stated he had declined to do 
so. He had admitted, he said, that he 
was not the man to serve on a commit- 


‘tee like this, from which there should 


come a fair and impartial investigation. 

In conclusion he said he hoped the gen- 
tlemen who had been appointed on this 
committee would serve and would give 
such an investigation as would clear up 
the whole matter. 

Demagogues, he declared, have some- 
times saved governments from the ruin 
that wise men might have brought upon 
them. 


Refused To Accept Them. 

Speaker Morris then made a brief 
statement from the chair, saying he had 
appointed this committee after careful 
consideration.’ He felt he had appointed 
a& committee that would discharge its 
duty faithfully, fearlessly and impartial- 
ly, and that he could not have selected 
a better committee’ from the ,jhouse. He 
expressed gratification at the vote of 
confidence the house had given the com- 
mittee. He was also glad that the gen- 
tleman from Screven had expressed his 
confidence in the committee. He felt 
the tter was one of great importance 
and should take precedence over others. 
He would decline, therefore, to accept 
the resignations of the members of the 
committee who had tendered them and 
wuld insist on their. serving, 

Mr. Slaton expressed his thanks to the 
speaker and to the gentleman from 
Screven for the kind expressions they 
had givén utterance to concerning him- 
self, but he firmly insisteg that his res- 
ignation be accepted beth on the ground 
that his committee, the general judictagy, 
had much work before it, and also on 
the ground of propriety. 
la gesemy Morris again reiterated that 
he would refuse to accept the resigna- 
tions and would insist on the gentiemen 
serving. * At this point the house ad- 
journed. . 

' Action in the Senate. 

In the senate, Senator Harrell asked to 
be excused from serving upon ‘the com- 
mitte, basing’ his wequest on the ‘belief 
that the time allotted to the committee 
is not sufficient ta complete the work 
placed in its hands. 

President Howell said that while he 
would, of course, be glad to grant any 
personal request from the senator from 
the eighth district, this wag a matter of 
such grave importance that he felt he 
must refuse to excuse him from service. 
He referred to the fact that the make- 
up of the senate committee had met the 
unanimous approval of eyen those dis- 
posed to criticise. He felt that the sen- 
ate could have no better representative 
upon that committee of investigation 
than Senator Harrell, and said that if 
the committee found it impossible to com- 
plete its investigations within the time 
set by the resolution, the general assem- 
bly would undoubtedly extend that time 
to the last day of the session.

The senate held a short session yées- 
terday, but when it adjourned the desk 
was clear of business. Some house Dills 
of general interest, and two segaie bills 
were passed. The bill to abolish “days 
of grace” in Georgia, which had passed 
the house, was perhaps the-most impor- 
tant of the general méasures consid- 
ered. As there was some little opposition 
to this the roll was called. The Dill 
passed by a vote of 2 to 3. 

The bill of Mr. George, of Morgan, 
amending the act “to make it unlawful 
for any person to employ or contract 
with, as tenant or cropper, any person 
under contract with another,’ came up 
on third reading. — 

Senator Atkimson explained the purpose 
of the bill to be to recognize verbal 
as well as written contracts. He said 
this relief was necessary to planters, 
and he hoped the bill would be passed.

New. Game and Trespass Laws 
Passed by the House, 


Bill Providing for Obtaining Copies 
of Colonial Records From Lon- 
don Is Put Through—Steer- 
ing Committee Again 
Turned Down. 


The house did a little bit of all sorts 
yesterday. ; 

The convict question was set as a spe- 
cial order for tomorrow morning immedi- 
ately after the reading of the journal, and 
it is hoped the house will §nally dispose 
of the measure’at that time. 

A new game law was passed. Rather it 
is a compilation of the present gamé 
laws of the state with several important 
amendments, including protection for 
Summer duck, marsh hens and other 
game birds which have not heretofore 
been taken into consideration. 

Another interesting measure which went 
through provides for a register of all 
posted lands to be kept in the office of 
the ordinary, such register to be consider- 
eu' as Motice to all parties proposing to 
hunt, fish or otherwise trespass. 

The resolution appropriating $2,000 to 
obtain coples of important colontal records 
relating to Georgia which exist only in 
London, and the resolution authorizing 
the state treasufer to transfer pension 
money from one pension fund in which 
there is a surplus to another in which 
there may be a deficit, .were both passed. 

Agair™ the house refused to entertain 
the proposition looking to the appoint- 
ment of a steering committee. The mem- 
bers opposing the steering committee idea 
think the plan puts too much power over 
the business of the house in the hands of 
the speaker. Only the calendar, therefore, 
will have the right of way unless certaiy 
measures are taken up and made special 
orders. 


Protection of Birds. 

The house passed the bill by Mr. Har- 
den, of Chatham, to amend the game 
laws for the protection of birds and other 
game by a vote of J06 to 6. This bill con- 
tains very few new features, being largely 
a compilation and revision of the game 
laws already on the statute books. Among 
the new features, however, is a provision 
for the protection of summer duck, the 
closed season being fixed from February 
1 to September 1. The people of the coast 
counties have been very anxious for some 
legislation protecting this bird. The closed 
season for doves under an amendment by 
Mr. George, of Morgan, which was adopt- 
ed, is changed to the period between 
March 15 to July 15. 

This bill prohibits the baiting, netting 
or trapping of partridges or qual! by any 
person at any time except on his own 
lands. Game wardens.are to be appointed 
by judges of the superior courts, their 
compensation to be one-half the fines. and 
forfeitures taken in for violations of the 
act. 

One of the amendments proposed by 
Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, prohibited the 
shooting of moré than twenty-five birds 
by one person on one hunt 

“Why should you shut off a sportsman at 

tnner time?” asked Mr. George, of Mor- 
gan. “Down my way we don’t consider 
twenty-five birds any hunting at all.’ 

Mr. Calvin thought the shooting of 
twenty-five birds was sufficient for any 
real sportsman. The amendment was 
aimed against the pothunter, he said. 
The amendment was finally lost. 

The house adopted an amendment re- 
quiring judges of superior courts to give 
the provisions of the act in charge to 
their grand juries. 

Mr. Butts, of Glynn, got through his 
amendment including ‘‘marsh hens” in 
the list of game birds to be protectéd. 

The substitute was then adopted and 
the bill was passed by a vote of 106 to 6. 
Upon request of Mr. Harden the bill 
was ordered immiédiately transmitted to 
the senate. : 

No Steering Committee. 

For some reason or other there is a 
decided opposition in the house to giving 
the important measures a chance to get 
through at this session. The committee 
on rules reported a resolution yesterday 
looking to the appointment of a commit- 
tee of nine to fix the order of business 
for the remainder of the session. The 
house agreed to consider it in committee 
of the whole and as soon as the commit- 
tee was organized Mr. Mitchell, of 
Thomas; moved that the committee rise, 
report progress and ask leave to sit 
again. This motion was carried and con- 
sideration of the matter was stopped 
right there. " 

Later on Mr. George, of Morgan, in- 
troduced another resolution providing for 
a: steering committee. The house refused 
to conBider it at once and it went to 
the committee on rules. It is evident the 
house does not intend to let the regular 
order of business be interfered with at 
present, though there @re many depart- 
mental and’ other important measures 
near the foot of the calendar. 

Convict Question Fixed. 

The convict question will come up for 
disposition tomorrow morning immediate- 
ly after the reading of the journal The 
house adopted a resobution reported by 
ithe ‘Committee on rules fixing the Clem- 
ents bill, which has passed the senate, 
as the special order at that tfme. The 
previous question is to be called at 10 
o'clock, so the debate will be brief. 

The Candler compromise and the Hol- 
der-Shackelford substitute will both be 
offered as substitutes for the Clements 
bill, so that the house will have an op- 
portunity to vote on prac@oally all the 
features of the convict question, which 
have already been under corisideration. 

Governor Jelks on the Floor. 

Governor W. D. Jelks, of Alabama, be- 
ing a visitor at the capitol yesterday, the 
house unanimously adopted a résolution 
by Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, inviting the dis- 
tinguished visitor to the privileges of the 
floor. Messrs. Slaton of Fulton, Moses of 
Coweta and Beauchamp of Butts, were 
appointed a committee ef three to escort 
Governor Jelks to the floor of the house. 
Alabama's chief executive was actorded 
a warm reception and much applguse &s 
he was @scorted to a seat beside the 
speaker, where he remained for some 
minutes in conversation with various 
members of the house. ; 

Posting of Lands. 

The house passed, by a vote of 9 to 13, 
a substitute for a bill by Mr. Richardson, 
of Houston, to amend section 221, volume 
3, of the code, refative to the posting’ of 
lands forbidding hunting and fishing or 
other trespassing upon them, There was 
some opposition to this measure, particu- 
larly from Mr. Brinson, of Decatur, who. 
said his county was strongly opposed to 

legislation. An amendment which 
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"WHISKEY: 
BH is the first choice. Very old, of perfect 
purity, fine flavored. 
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he offered, leaving the operation-of the 
law dependent upon the recommendation 
of grand juries, was lost, 

The bill simply proviges for a register of 
such lands as are posted to keep Out 
trespassers. This register js to be kept in 
the office of the ordinary of each county, 
and registration in this book will be con- 
sidered due and legal notice to all par- 
ties desiring to hunt. or fish in such coun- 
tieés, even in cases where the signs requir- 
ed to be posted on such lands have been, 
by accident or design, torn down. Any 
party hunting or fishing on the lands 
of another where such lands are register- 
ed as posted In the office of the ordinary, 
and without the owner’s consent, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

To Transfer Pengion Funds. 

In spite of some vigorous opposition 
from Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and others the 
house passed by a vote of 89 to 26 the 
resolution by Mr. Davison, of Greene, au- 
thorizing the state treasurer to transfer 
any surplus fund from one class of pen- 
sioners to another. The object of the 
resolution is to permit a transfer of pen- 
sion money from one fund in which there 
happens to be a surplus to another in 
which there may be a deficit. There was 
a case of this kind this year, in which 
the fund for indigent widows was $9,300 
short, while there was a surplus of more 
than $20,000 in other pension funds. It 
was necessary for these needy widows to 
wait until the legislature passed a Dill 
appropriating the money to pay them, 
though other pension funds had large 
amounts to their credit that were not 
reeded. 

Mr. Hall fought the resolution on the 
ground that .it was a loose and dan- 
gerous precedent. Mr. Reid, of Camp- 
bell, led the debate in favor of the reso- 
lution. 


To Prevent Plea of Insanity. 

Just before the adjournmént of the 
afternoon session the house had under 
consideration a bill by Mr. Slaton, of 
Fulton, to prevent a plea of insanity be- 
ing made by a criminal in a capital case, 
after conviction of the offense. The bill 
contains a provision excluding from its 
operations all cases pending at the time 
of its passage. Its object is to prevent 
a person who is convicted and sentenced 
for a capital offense putting in a plea 
of insanity at the time of the commis- 
sion of the crime. It does not affect 
persons who become insane , after the 
trial or before execution. The measure 
will] come up today as_the unfinished 
business of yesterday’s session.

LABOR TROUBLE 
SHAKES SPAIN 


General Strike Declared at 
Several Points--Some Riot- 
ing Reported. 


Madrid. August 3.—The threatened gen- 

era] strike commenced today in Severel 
centers, ingiuding Barcelona, Murcia, Ca- 
diz, Ronda and Alcoy. The general un- 
rest is largel¥ attributed to bad har- 
vests, but the immediate motive for the 
strike is to reinforce the demand for the 
release of Timerous workmen who have 
been thrown into prison for offegses in 
connection with the recent strikes. The 
leaders of the movement are exborting 
the members of the trades unions not to 
return to work until all the imprisoned 
men have been released. : 

The government has taken stringent 
measures to cope with disturbances. The 
military fof!es and the civil guards haye 
been reinforced wherever necessary and 
the troops have been confined to the bar- 
racks. The instigators of the strike are 
threatened with severe penalties. 

The residence of the mayor and a num- 
ber of private houses at Alcala, province 
of Cadiz, have been attacked by strikers 
who exchanged shots with the gendarmes. 

The strike has already collapsed at Bar- 
celona, where the majority of the work- 
men Have resumed work. The masons 
and the compositors on some newspapers 
sti) remain out. The gendarmes are pa- 
trolling the streets. 

The strike leaders attribute the 
to the stringent measures taken 
government. 

A man was arrested at Barcelona today 
for carrying dynamite cartridges, which 
he confessed he intended to throw in a 
crowded part of the city. He also ad-

Large Fraction Lower, 


CLOSED WEAK NEAR BOTTOM 


Corn Was Freely Sold, the Close Be- 
ing Weak at 3-4c Decline—Oats 
Followed Other Grains—Pro- 
visions 2 1-2c Lower 
to 7 1-2c Higher. 


Chicago, August 3.—Trading in the grain 
pits was rather quiet today and lower 
prices ruled, September wheat closing 
5-8c lower, September corn off 3-4c and 
oats down 1-8c, while provisions closed 
from 2 1-2c lower to 7 1-2c higher. 

Wheat prices were rater erratic, good 
advances being made early in the day, 
but during the last half of the session all 
the gain was lost. The opening was firm 
On a sharp a@vance at Paris and on fur- 
their rains in the northwest, September 
being 1-8c lower to 1-4c higher at 80 1-4@ 
80 5-8c. On gegerally bullish news a good 
demand developed from speculators and 
shorts, and under this influence the mar- 
ket became quite strong, September sell- 
ing up to 80 7-8c. Later there was a 
heavy selling pressure due to a sharp fall- 
ing off in prices at Minneapolis and 
prices here broke severely, September 
declining to 79 5-8c and closing weak near 
the bottom 5-&c off at 79 3-4c. Clearances 
equaled 379,100. The amount on passage 
decreased 2,320,000, while the visible sup- 
ply increased 464,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts were 743,300 bushels, against 1,396,- 
400 a year ago. Receipts 115 cars, 20 of 
contract. Minneapolis and Duluth report- 
ed 207 cars, a total for the three points 
of 322, against 276 last week and 573 a year 
ago. 

Commission houses were free sellers of 
corn throughout the day, and lower prices 
ruled, although the early strength in 
wheat held prices fairly well the first part 
of the day, but later, with the break in 
that grain, the market became extreme- 
ly weak. A feature was the-seling of 
September by elevator people, which was 
in line with reports of freer offerings of 
cash corn from Iowa and Nebraska. The 
weather was also a bear factor. After 
holding between 51 3-4@62 5-8, September 
closed 3-4 lower at 51 3-4. Receipts were 
199 cars, 22 of contract. 

There was litéle feature in oats and 
prices were inclined to follow other 
grains, the early strength in wheat being 
a supporting factor during the first part 
of the session, but later offerings be- 
came more liberal and the market cased 
off. September clos 2d °-8c lower at %3.7-8 
@34c, after selling between 33 7-8@34 1-4c. 
Receipts were 212 cars. 

Provisions ruled quiet and lower early 
with very little demand, the increased 
stock of lard being a béar feature. Buy- 
ing by local traders later caused a slight 
rally and the close was about steady.

Atlanta Brokerage Co.’s Grain Letter 


Chicago, August 3.—There appeared to 
be considerable wheat for sale at times 
today and naturally the movement of the 
market was rather disappointing to the 
bull forces. The visible supply showed an 
increase, contrary to expectations, and 
the Interior movement indicated that 
‘there was a greater disposition in the 
country to sell wheat. The bulls tried 
hard to bull the market on the crop out- 
look, wet weather being reported as a 
great Interference to harvesting in some 
portions of the spTring wheat crop. On 
the other hand, the Oklahoma crop was 
estimated at 45.000,000 and Kansas at ™.- 
000,000. In the face of this some outside 
longs were inclined to sell. European 
crop reports were rather bearish, in that 
they indicated big yields in Russia and 
Germany. The clearances’ were rather 
smal} and the primary market reflected 
accumulation. 

In the corn pit there were differing 
opinions. Strong interests were recognized 
on both sides, and there were indications 
at times that a contest was on. The bull 
interest. however, seemed to have a 
great deal of confidence in its position. 
There were good shipments and some in- 
crease in the amount on Ocean passage. 
The visible supply decreased, though 
clearances were light at less than 100,000 
bushels. The !ate market seemed {nclinea 
to wait on wheat, and the hesitancy on 
the part of the big traders had a poor ef- 
fect on the outside crowd and consider- 
able stuff was sold thrdugh eommission 
houses on all firm spots. 

There was a smal] market for oats. The 
influence in the pit was without special 
feature. There was a small cash demand 
while the country offerings were small. 

The provisions market was steady in 
tone, though on the better prices there 
was gome selling of stuff by tired longs. 
Packers were inclined to give a little 
support on dips. The trade was largely 
professional in character.

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ENDOWMENTFUND 
MAY LEAVE STATE 


Emory College May Reinvest 
Where Not Liable To Taxation 


Prominent Educators Are Consider- 
ing This Plan So as To Encour- 
age Those Who Would Add 
to Endowment—May 
Be Rechartered. 


Having repeatedly made attempts in 
conjunction with others interested in. high 
er education in the state of Georgia to 
have the legislature pass a bill providing 
for a constitutional amendment exempt- 
ing the endowments of colleges from tax- 
ation in this state, the Methodists of 
Georgia are now considering a nove! plan 
whereby the endowment fund of Emory 
college would not be Hable to the Geor- 
gia tax-gatherer. 

The plan in question {s no less than 
this: 

The selling of all the property of the 
college from whence it gains its revenue 
and geinvesting it in another state, prob- 
ably Tennessee, which exempts the en- 
dowments of cqjleges from taxation, sur- 
rendering the Georgia charter of the insti- 
tution and having the college reincorpo- 
rated in another state, electing the trus- 
tees and administering the affairs of the 


college entirely without the borders of 4 


Georgia. 

This piece of information, bristling with 
interest to thousands of Methodists and 
others interested in Emory college, with- 
in and without the state, was gathered 
yesterday when a representative of The 
Constitution wag engaged in conversgtion 
with a number of leading Methodists 
of this city, among whom was a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of Emory 
college. 

These prominent educators were dis- 
cussing the question of the bill now pend- 
ing before the Georgia legislature which 
provides for a constitutional amendment 
allowing the exemption of college en- 
dowments from taxation, and were heart- 
ily in favor of bringing the matter before 
the proper authorities and urging that 
Steps be taken toward removing Emory’s 
endowment beyond the pale of taxation, 
so that others would be encouraged to add 
to the endowment fund of the college. 


Educator Talks. 


“I know of a man.” stated ono of the 
talkers. ‘‘who would be willing to give 
Emory $10,000 to be added to its endow- 
ment fund. but has refused to do so be- 
cause of the fact that the property would 
be taxed by the state, and he says he 
is unwilling to give toward the endow- 
ment fund because of this very law, so I 
sec no reason why the property of the 
colfege should not be removed from the 
state so as to invite those who would add 
to our endowment fund to do so, and thus 
increase the usefulness of the iInstitu- 
tion.’”’ 

Another one of the speakers referred to 
the fact that the richest colleges of the 
stafe of Georgia at this time had their 
endowment funds invested in other states 
where they were not taxed. 

Should this step be taken by the author- 
ities of Emorv college it would mean 
the taking of about $200.000 from the 
state of Georgia and investing it in an- 
Other state. 

If the college authorities gecide on this, 
the endowment of the college would, in 
all probabllity, be invested {In Tennessee, 
the college would be rechartered under 
the laws of Tennessee. and the affairs 
of the college would be directed from 
Nashville. Of course, the college itself 
would remain in Georgia, at Oxford. 

In all probability this question will come 
up at the meetings of both the Georgia 
Methodist conferences this fall, and will 
be thoroughly considered by the board of 
trustees of the ingtitution.

New York, August 3.—The stock market 
settled down into an almost immovable 
rut tocay. Stocks of the first-class which 
traversed a range of as much as a point 
might be numbered om the fingers of one 
hand. Union Pacific Was the most prom- 
inent of these, and was forced down at 
one time 1 1-4, but, was not held there. 
The selling was attributed to professionai 
manipulation for effect on the market. 
The undertone of the general market was 
in fact heavy, but the drift of prices 
was guite aimless and sluggish to a de- 
agree close to inertia. The only significance 
to be derived from the market is there- 
fore a negative one, the extreme apathy 
of the trading representing the profound 
doubt in which This speculative outlook 
is shrouded, according to all opinions 
that one can gather in the Wall street 
district. The total dealings fell below 
the 200,000 shares mark. It is pecessary 
to go back to the summer. of 1900, Just 
preceding the last presidential election, 
to tind a level of activity as low as that 
now prevailing. There were several fall- 
ures in August and September in that 
year when the daily average of transac- 
tions was less than 200,000 shares, and on 
several days during the summer the deal- 
ings for a full day’s session fell to beldw 
100,000 shares. ‘The low record for that 
Summer was on August 22, when only 
86,254 shares changed hands. The total 
aealings for the week ending August 24 
of that yeur were only 686,000 shares. The 
principal puzzle in.the“situation which 
was dweit on today was the astonish 
ing maintenance of the volume of loans 
in face of the thorough liquidation to 
which the stock market has been sub 
jected. The enormous shrinkage in prices 
Of securities has caused.an obvious de- 
crease in tne basis of credits and the 
urgent selling cf securities to make goo! 
this shrinkage in margins or to pay off 
loans outright has been patent to all 
observers for month after month in the 
stock market. Conjecture loses itself in 
the attempt to guess what great sink 
hole can have absorbed the tremendous 
proceeds of all this liquidation with prac- 
tically no effect on the loan item of the 
banks nor of the trust companies... The 
question of possible over extension of 
credits outside the securities market, and 
the necessity for a future contraction 
there similar to that which Wall street 
has been going through, engages an in- 
teresting amount of attention. The actior 
or inaction of today’s market reflects the 
dispesition of the speculative world to ait 
down and await further light on these 
questions. The improvement in the con- 
dition of cotton over the previous month. 
showr. by the government report on cot 
ton, agreed closeiy with expectations and 
failed to weaken the cotton market. he 
strength in wheat was calculated also te 
have a weakening effect on stocks. The 
weekly statistics of railroad traffic made 
a remarkabie and favorable showing, es- 
pecially in the matter of the general mer 
chandise movement. The western agri- 
cultural population is reported an eagér 
buyer of all kinds of manufactures, and 
the output of mills and factories is said 
to be so large as to tax the equipment 
resources of the railroads so that a car 
famine is threatened. ;
